and of his which now is, who have are, may not to-queſtion my 
actions, &c. Hereunto I have laboured exactly to obey, but find 
that a plain and elear anſwer cannot poſſibly be made, untill there be 
a cleer underſtanding of the thing propounded; fo that I may crave 
pardon if my anſwer be not ſo cleer as I could wiſh it: for I muſt 
freely acknowledge, that I no way underſtand what is meant by the 
ſecurity I am now in, whether it be by the preſent eſtate I am now in, 
or not: If it be ſo, I conceive a man cannot be under a harder Con-

And I could have wiſhed I had known 
of this imployme nt but ſome months ſooner ; for then I could have 
ſaved his Majeſty ſomewhat,and have added many _ that would 
very much have advanced the ſervice. For in our profeſſion the pre- 
paring of things belonging to the war,doth more ſhew a mans experi- 
ence and judgment, then any thing elſe, by reaſon the firſt errours are 


the u rale of — more, that afterwards cannot be avoided. 


Your Exellencie may be pleaſed to inform your ſelf of all the ex- 


bon, and undertakings of our nation, that none of them hath ſuf- 
red (for the moſt part) more then through the negligence of pro- 
viſione, as in victual, munition, boats for Landing, and for the re- 
ceiving of ſick men, to keep the reſt from infection. In this point of 
proviſion, it is not good to truſt upon a particular man, for gain is 
4 corrupter where the care is not publique.

onely eſcaped, the reſt were either ſlain or drowned; which appeared- 
both by the relation of divers Chriſtians which nightly eſcaped- 
aboard us, and by divers of the dead bodies that floted upon the wa- 
ter by our ſhips. We took likewiſe before their faces in the Bay a 
Fly- boat, which the Pyrats had formerly taken from the Chriſtians 
and ſold to Zigorn. In her Merchandize to be exchanged for Py- 
rats goods, and ſome mony amounting to 2000. and odd pounds, 
the exact account whereof I ſhall not fayl to addreſſe to your 
Lordſhip as ſoon as the ſame is perfeRed by the councel of War. 
The Turks hereupon preſently manned out three N to reskue 
here, but Captaine Giles, and Captain Herbert, with the help of three 
Brigandines, which I ſent out to ſecond them, ſoon fetcht her up, 
and brought ther unto me, and the Gallies were put to flight by Sir 
Thomas Milford, Captain Pennington, and Captain Chilalegh.

To give your Grace 
an account of what I have done ſince Icame to Deep eich was 
the 21ch. at this inſtant about nine of the clock at night) would be 
too tedious for this time. The 22h. in the morning Earlie J ſent 
my boat aſhoare with my Lievetenant to find out your Graces Se- 
cretarie, to receive my Letters, whereby I might know your Graces 

leaſure, and to kiſſe my Lord Embaſſadours hands from me, and te 
et him know I was come with his Majeſties ſhip to do him ſervice, 
but could not command the reſt to come along with me, their Ma- 
ſters not being there, and all their companies in a mutiny. But 
his jelouſie was ſuch, that he would not ſuffer your Graces Secretary 


to come aboard, or to ſend me your Letters, or that my Lievte- 


nant ſhould ſpeak to him, but in his preſence, but preſeotly ſent a 
Gentleman aboard to me, commanding me to come aſhoar to him, 
which I confeſſe I was very loath to do, in regard my people were 
much diſcontented, and readie daily to mutiny, being all wonderous 
unwilling to go againſt Rochel. or thoſe of theirreligion. And beſides, 
Inever having been a ſhoare, ſince I came into my command, neither 
on our own Coaſt, or elſe where. (It being not my uſe) yet not- 
28 theſe particulars knowing his Greatneſſe, and your 
Graces pleaſure, for the giving him all due reſpect, I preſently went 
him, where he taking me into a roome apart with your Graces 
ecretary, he firſt delivered me my Lord Conwaies Letter, or rather 
a warrant, (for ſo he tearms it himſelf) for the delivery ofthe ſhip 
into their hands (as they interpreted it) and then your Graces Let- 
ter, commanding me to ſee his Majeſties pleaſure (lignifyed by my 
Lord Conwaie) put in execution. And laſtlya letter from the King 
of France, thereby willing me to receive his Souldiers aboard thathe 
bad provided, and his Couſin the D. de -Mommorencie, and to 
_ Preſently, and to joyn with his Great Fleet againſt his rebellious ſub - 
jects. This is the effect of that Letter. Having read all theſe W 
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ould preſently ba offeſlion of he ſhiprhat night, f | 
would p have poſleihon ON the imp that night, for that be 
— not ſtay — I told bim, that I did not underſtand — 
but that I was torender all ſervice to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſtie;but 
nothing would ſer ve him, ſave the preſent poſſeſſion, which becauſe! 
would not yield unto, he grew into a ſtrange furie, telling me, that 
your Grace lad ſent your Secretary to ſee her delivered, and ſecurity 
to be taken forher.My anſwer was, that Iwas ready to obey, according 
as I underſtood the warrant, which was to do his Chriſtian Majeſtie 
ſervice, and to receive a convenient number of Sould iers aboard me 
But to diſpoſſeſſe my ſelf of my command, I had no ſuch order: but 
ſtill nothing wold ſatsfie him but the ſhipe, telling me, he would not 
entertain at the moſt ( if they were willing) above 60. or 80. of our 
people. My anſwer was, I bad no order to diſcharge a man of them, 
neither could I, but if they were diſcharged, what they ſhould do, or 
how they ſhould get home, having neither meat, mony, nor clothes, 
. Tknow not. To the firſt of theſe, he told me, that Mr. Nicholas had 
order by word of mouth from your Grace to diſcharge us, which 
Mr. Nicholas confirmed, as alſo to ſee the. ſhip delivered, which he 
commanded me to do. But with your Graces: pardon I durſt not 
doit * words it being a buſineſſe of too high conſequence, neither 
if I hac been, williog,would my companieever have condeſcended 
to it. To the ſecond, for our paſſage, he promiſed to have provided 
barques for us; but to concludethis, and not to inſiſt upon the reſt 
of the particulars 2 being too tedious) his rage and fury was 
ſueh, that I muſt of neceſſity give a little way thereto, or elſe I chink 
he would have kept me aſhoare, ſo as I told him I was content if my 
company would yield thereunto, and therefore deſired to go aboard 
to-ſpeak with them, and to give order for the drawing up of the 
inventorie.

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Thus ſeeing I could not delay him till I heard farther from your

it a ſufficient diſcharge for us: But that we were ready to receive a 
| competent number of Souldiers aboard, with a chief Commander, and 
do go upon ſuch ſervice, as his Chriſtian Majeſtie ſhould direct us, 
according to the agreement with the King my Maſter; but nothing 
would ſatisfie him but to have her delivered over to him, which 
if I didnot preſently, my head ſhould pay for it. I defired his 
_ patience for two or three daies, till I had written and ſent to 

Grace, and that he would let me have a Shallop for that purpoſe ; 
but he denied both the one and the other; 2 ſent 
away a Barque himſelf with one to your Grace, but would not ſuffer 
me to ſend thereby, which made me the more jealous of the real intent 
of the buſineſſe. The 23. he ſent your Lordſhips Secretarie aboard 
to work and perſwade me, but I could not give other anſwer, then 
I had done formerly, only that I would attend until I heard farther 
from your Grace; though I muſt confeſſe I had much ado to per- 
ſwade my Company, who were very unwilling to it. But I had hope 
ſtill to have a more ample Order how to proceed in this great and 
weighty buſineſſe. And upon the 24. at two of the clock in the morn- 
ing, Mr. [»ghem (whom ſent from Stokes Bay to your Grace) retur- 
ned unto-me with two Letters, one from your Grace, and another 
from my Lord Conway, the former part of both commanding me to

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Wen ſervice effectuallyto propdund in France, a Confederacic = 
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doubtedly he will reſolve on one of tho e two points, ſo on both of 
them for ſundry reaſons he cannot. To move him to the ſuccour of 
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the Pa/#tinate, the main motive will be, the jealouſie between thoſe 


two Monarchies, which can never die, ſo long as they do both ſub- 
fiſt'in no greater a diſproportion of ſtrength and power; As alſo 
that France ſhall by their uſurpation of the Pel/atinate, be on all ſides 
Circled by the houſe of Auſtris, and particulatly on that part where 
France bath before uſurped on the Empire; in which regard his in- 
tereſt of eſtate is greater then your Majeſties in the Conſervation of 


_ the Palatinate, though your perſonal intereſt be incomparable with 


his. Then he cannot but think of the loſſe of his Correſpondencies, 
and breach of his Confederacies in Germany, which have been very 
ancient, and very particular with the houſe of the Palatine. And if 
the reaſon of mutual gratitade; and vindication of injuries, may 
move Frenchmen, there are plentiful arguments on both kinds to 
move them to defend the Houſe of the Palatine, againſt that of A.

Religion at home, firſt doth preſet it ſelf, his ſucceſfeful beginning

Your Honour will have underſtood by my former Diſpatches, that 
the Duke of Oſſurs is re- confirmed in his Government of Nayle:

8. time — — exorbitant power and pride, and Cron- 
Wels contempt of the Nobility and the Lawes, were not yet permit- 
ted to be diſcuſſed in Parliament, though they were moſt odious and 
grievous to all the Kingdom. And that Zeicefter's undeſerved fa-

_ exceeded, what yet hath been (though moſt falſly) objected agaialt 
the Duke : yet no Lawyer durſt abet, nor aay man elſe begin any la- 
vectives againſt them in Parliament.

From this place an inticing 
voice bath ſounded in our eares of libertie and freedom, though in- 
deed a feigned — and (but in ſound) unſound. I ſay when the 
king my Father had well beheld theſe things, he- could not foreſee a 
remedie more proper, or ea ſier, as being unſerviceable and in his own 
gripe, then to inlarge the number of his Nobles, that theſe being diſ- 
perſed into ſeveral Counties * as lambs of Soveraigntie, in pro- 
tection of their own degrees, and at their own charge inure the peo- 
ple with reſpect, and obedience to greatneſſe; and yet not to amate, 
and diſcourage them, he thought good to- raiſe ſome neer, or of 
their own rank, whereby they might ſee themſelves in ppſſibility of 
the like honour, if either by virtue, wealth, or honeſfie they make 
themſelves worthie. ThisI proteſt was a child of my Fathers beft 
judgment in this poynt,and the Dukebut the inſtrument thereof.

that the Prince departiythus, the Catholique Subjects of all my 
Lord the Kings Dominions are to be in lamentable caſe. For al- 
though the Prince did yeſterday vouch ſafe to have Compaſſion of

on them with their on mony, till they had made the enemie ban 
: Kerout, and to break with their banquers of Auſpurg, and Genus, 
that he was not able to pay his Souldiers, and garriſons ; and il 
the Low- countries ſtrongly aſſiſted, and war made upon the enemic 
there, or at home, at his own doores, which was more Noble, gain- 
ful and fafe for us ; for we ſtill had peaceand plenty at home, though 
war abroad. | 

I know not how the caſe ſtands now between us, and the He. 
#iards, but me thinks it ſhould not be very well, when notbiag vil 
ſatisfie him, but the head of him, that ſpake the truth for the goo! 
of the King and kingdom. Certainly if we break with him, as they 
which fir at the Helm know what is beſt to do, he is readie to ſtrike, 
and will peradventure ftrike quickly before we be fully prepared, 
therefore our preparations had need to be more ſpeedie, & thorough» 
left we fall into the ſnare.

V dear Lord, | ; 

E Fax Meſſenger is ſo rigid, and ſuch an enemie to all Zantileiſe, 2; 
I by him 1 will not ſend any news in that kind; but when the lic. 
tle Mercwrie comes, you ſhall know that which ſhall make you joy, 
and grievethat you cannot injoy what your fate and merit hath f 
juſtly deſtined unto you. We have ſuch daily alarums here out of 
England from Blanvile, of the beating of his ſervant, and at the laſt 
the danger, thar of late he himſelf hath been in, of being aſſaſſinated 
in his own houſe; for the firſt word that his ſervant ſaid unto the 
King, and the whole Court was, The Embaſſadour had run ſuch 2 
bazard of his life, as no man that heard him believed he had eſcaped 
with leſſe then 5. or 6. wounds. Inſomuch as your friend Bonteve 
asked, Fait vn bells fine: And this hath ſo animated this Court, be- 
ing (as your Lordſhip knowes) apt upon all occaſions to be fired, and 
ftirred up, as the King hath been moved to forbid us our entries, and 
liberties here. And yeſterday Madam de B/awviledid openly petition 
the King to impriſon us for the wrongs and injuries done unto her 
husband, and his Embaſſadour, that ſhe feared was by this time dead. 

But that had no other effect but to be laught at. I never (I confeſle) 
faw the Queen Mother in ſo much diſtraction and paſſion, for ſhe 
never ſpeaks of her Daughter but with tears,and yeſterday with ſome 
heat and bitterneſſe to me about it: the Circumſtances I have taken 
the boldneſſe to preſent unto his Ma jeſtie. That which diſtracts me 
infinitely, is to hear, that they do traduce you, as the cauſe of all tbeſe 
misfortunes, and that you ſtirre up th King to theſe diſpleaſures. 
And ſo much impreſſion it hath made into the Queen Mother, as this 
day at the audience ſhe told me, That you had made the marriage, 
and were now, as ſhe 1. and was informed, reſolved to de- 
ſtroy your work. I asked her what particularitie could make ber 
ſay, and believe ſo againſt the general, and continual actions and en- 
deayours, that the whole world ought to be ſatistied of your infinite 
care, and affection, to faſten and tye together a good, and conſtant 
intelligence and friendſhip between theſe Crowns. She told me, chat 
you intreated Madam de St. Georgeto do ſome ſervice for you to the 
Queen, the which ſhe did, and inſtead of giving her thanks, you 
threatned the ſending of her away. I told her, Though I bad as het 
heard nothing ofthis particularitie, yet I knew your nature to be ſo 
Senerous, as you would never do any action unjuſt, I cold ber, * 
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'- ſhe muſt d between what you ſay as Commanded by the 
' King, and what you ſay of your ſelf: for ift be his pleaſure to make 
the inſtrument to convey his will upon any occaſion of his diſplea- 
ſure, you are not to diſpute, but to obey his Command in that, and 
a all other things.

He Queen of Bohemia deſirous to draw the Prince of Orange to 
more then general profeſſions of ſervicero his Majeſtic, hath 
etimes in my preſence, when I waited on her highneſſe, given oc- 

aſton of diſcourſe her ſelf, and at other times I have ſpoken in her 
name with his Excellencie to the like effect, as in my former Letter t 

your Grace: which cauſed his Excellencie to take three of the States, 
' ſuch of whom he is moſt confident (one of Guelderlaud, another of 
Holland, the third of Zealand) unto him, to ſtrengthen. himſelf by 
their concurrence in that, which is his own inclination, of carrying 
this State to a ſtrict alliance with his Majeſtie, in which he told them, 
That firſt their minds muſt be kno vn, and next ſuch aſſurance thought 
of, as not onely muſt give his Majeſtie preſent Contentment, but 
likewiſe free him from all miſdoubt for the future, that either upon 
offers from Spain to theſe Provinces, or any ſiniſter accidents of War, 
they ſhould be induced to make Peace or Trace without his Majeſties 
conſent.

this of declaration of their affection, and willingneſſe toi 
warrant his Majeſtie ſufficieatly,'I asked him, How far I might go 
not to be diſavowed: ſo as if his Majeſtie ſhould take any fuddain 
reſolution, according as affaires require, he might confidently build 
upon the concurrence of this State, He anſwered me, That a reſolu- 
tion in this kind would require a further proceeding, then was fit, 
untill his Majeſtie would be content to make his mind known, by ſuch 


ht expect a return from his Maje- 
be proceeded in. In theſe terms 
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his Ma jeſtie for love, but either for hope, or fear. If Spain can enter- 
tain hope of reducing theſe Provinces to obedience by the Match, or 
fear, that unleſſe the Match proceed, his Majeſtie will joyn with theſe 
Provinces in oppoſition to Spain: They hold in either of theſe Ca- 
ſes the Match as made.

therefore are loath to adventure the exchange of a ſubſtance,for that 
which appears unto them hitherto, no better thena ſhadow: And 
they are indeed very umbragious; for they ſuſpect, that Tentatives 
ofthis kind, of which ſome have been made heretofore amongſt 
them, tend to no other end, then to endear our Merchandize with 
Spain, and let the Miniſters of that Crown know, that we refuſe in 
their Contemplation. But when his Majeſtie ſhall reſolve in his 
own heart, and be pleaſed to make himſelf ſo underſtood, it will be 
no hard matter by his Excellencies means(who is a Prince full of good 
intentions and real affections to his Majeſtie,and his royal Family )to 
make theſe men lay by their Jealouſies, and be as true to his Majeſtie, 
and the ſupport of his Crowns, as his own Kingdomes. Which is no 


more then they owe for the protection which theſe that are now in 


Government had of his Majeſtie, when they were lately ſinking un- 
der the burthen of a contrary faction; and no more then upon a good 
knowledge of their Intereſts and affections I can undertake for them, 
they will really and readily pay, if the matter be well managed. In 


which the confidence and freedom I have uſed with this Noble Gen-

Rocks, and Forts, and decree it; There is nothin gas Papprius Maſ- 
ſon ſaith, ſo ſacred, which the great Tyrants of this world will not 
violate 2 ome advantage may come unto them thereby. Jou ſee it 
and finde it to be true, that London that hath been the fountain 
and cauſe of the greatneſſe of the Tyrants, now muſt diſrobe her 
elf of her moſt excellent government, that ſhe hath kept un- 
violated many hundred years; but if this were all we are in fuch 
a condition, that we ſhould account it an happineſſe to be onely 
faves and no more; but we muſt be miſcrable ſlaves: There is 
another deſigne on foot for wickedneſſe in the highth, the like 
was never conſpired nor acted by any; nay it would make the 
worſt in Hell aſhamed , nay we are perſwaded it would make 
the Devil himſelfbluſh, and yet ſome of our Saints or white De- 
vils have that horrid, damnable, and wicked impudence to de- 
ſigne that the Records of the Nation ſhould be burned; in this 
they have many ends: Firſt, that all that hold any Houſes or 
Land by what little ſoever, when the Records of the Nation are 
burned, it ſhall be much at the deſcretion of the ſudge to award 
judgment either to the Plaintiffe or Defendant which fo ever of 
them is moſt a Saint alie- an Hypocrite (God forbid that we 
ſhould ſpeak or open our mouths againſt the good people of 
- God, they we ſay, that profeſſe to the love it, and that do not 
make uſe of pretences to carry on baſe wicked deſignes) for you 
* muſt aſſure your ſelves that they will provide Judges that ſhall 
be Conſcience proof, and that will encline much in their judg- 
ments to favour thoſe that favour the times: beſides this is the 
onely way that theſe Iſraelites will come by the goods and lands 
of the Egyptians at advantage. John of Leydon required his im- 
poſtors and followers to ſeize of all the goods of the wicked, by 
open force; but theſe are bringing of it home more covertly and 
eh by theſe pretences, viz. To prevent further conteſts 
and quarrels by ſuits of Law: but if this be brought about, you 
ſhall have little cauſe to go to law, for youſhall have nothing to 

defend by it. Befides, he that doth hold any thing muſt held 

and enjoy it upon their terms, that he muſt live and take the pre- 

ſent Tyrants orders for better for worſe; befides theſe will keep 
che people more to depend upon the favour of the Tyrants, for 
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then they will ſee it to be a thing of neceſſity to comply, for they 
ſegthat upon the leaſt diſtaſte (and they will not be wanting to 
take occaſion as oft as may) to turn them out of their eſtates : 
like wiſe this of the burning of the Records is a good deſigne for 
_ thoſe that have bad Titles to the Houſes and Land they hold and 
_ .tothoſe that would cheat Orphants, but the bod y of the deſign 
is this, that Magna Charta may be no more pleaded, nor the Peti- 
tion of Rights neither ſhall the people have the leaſt remain, to 
put them in minde of their antient Liberty; ¶ and the pcople 
may account it a favour to live ] and if they will have their cau- 
ſes pleaded, it muſt be by friends, or elſe ſuffer you muſt. A 
third deſigne is that all Societies and meetings ſhall be prohibi- 
ted under a pretence of preventing of carrying on of plots and 
deſignes: and to that end throw down Plays and Bear baiting, 
and all other paſtimes; we doe not here argue for Plays, we one- 
ly.thow what is deſigned when they pretend reformation. Next 
they muſt prevent Fairs and Markets, meetings to Hunt and 
Hawk; what a ſad condition have theſe men brought theinſclyes 
too? The Tyrant himſelf that maketh us all ſlaves is but aflave 
himſelf : for he cannot nor dare to go without his guards, he is 
afraid of his own ſhaddow, when it is his guilty conſcience that 
puteth him in fear, he calleth about him ſtronger guards, and cri- 
eth a plot to colour all: Pliny the ſonges in his Janegyr to Trajan, 
ſayes that wicked princes makes Arms their ſanctuary, but good 
Princes make the affections of their people to be their ſanctuary. 
This defign of preventing meeting hath already taken in Ireland, 
this was one ofthe parts that the Tyrant Dyoniſius acted to ſe- 


cure himſelf in his abominable tyranny, he would not permit 
the Syracutians to meet in friendly and familiar meetings, there- 
by the better to prevent the knowing] one anothers mindes for 
faith he, if they know not one anothers minde, they cannot ſo 
redily put in execution any. thing that * be hurtfull to the 


Tyranny | What a lamentable thing is it, that men ſhould bring 
themſelves into ſuch a condition, to fear their ſnaddow. Ano. 
ther defigne's on foot, is that under pretence of preventing of 

the diſarming of the royal rr : it is intended to diſarm all 
the good people of England, that they may not be in a ca pacity to 
reſiſt the intended tyranny. ¶ Do but remember what freedome 
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nuts tomeet in Arms, and other friendly meetings] We ſhall 
| preſſe it onwards in anſwer to a Letter pretended to be ſent te 
Mr. Jobs Lilburn, where in generall is obſerved nothing but 
weakneſſe and madneſſe. We find this perſon that entereth the 
Liſts in this Letter, to be but of a mungril breed: he barketh 
round the Cage now the Lion is faſt barred therein: we cannot 
conceive it to be our work to take notice of him, onely we 
will feel his pulſe, to know of what temper he is of; we find
